Report of School Board 


Another year has passed and the School Board: again sub- 
uit their annual report to the citizens of the district. 


We are very glad to be abie to report a year of general 
advance along the line of education, and feel well satisfied with 
the work done by both teachers and pupils. 

True it is that we are deficient In many respects, but feel 
that something has been accomplished toward better education. 

We have been very fortunate in retaining Mrs. Susie B. 
Hurd and Miss Ethel G. Poliard in the same schools. We feel 
that it is a great advantage to retain the same teacher in a school 
from year to year, as both teacher and pupil can work to much 
better advantage. 

In the other schools we have employed Lempster girls with 
one exception, and all performed their duties in a very creditable 
manner. At the beginning of the school year it seemed best to 
close the north school, aad it now looks as though the one at East: 
Lempster would have to be c!osed also. 

It seems a pity thut these schools cannot be continued, but 
it is not economy nor besi for the pupils to continue such small 
schools. The state Supt. earnestly advises such action whenever 
possible. 

There are some improvements that ought to be made in our 
school houses in better drainage and along sanitary lines. 

We have painted and papered two school houses and found 
the paint for No. 38. ‘The teachers and scholars are doinpy the 
painting, 

New readers have been purciased thus furnishing new sud 
rovre Inberesting reading for tre children. 
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Some work has been done by the schools in improving the 
school grounds at East Lempster and Lempster street, and more 
will be done in the spring. This isa very fine idea and ought to 
receive the support of every citizen of the town, 

We have heard every little criticism from parents and most 
of that was due to an improper understanding of the modern 
methods of instruction. We earnestly urge all parents to visit the 
schools and see for themsélves what their children are doing. 

No fault or complaint should be made without a proper under- 
standing of the case. 

The attendance has been very good the past year with the 
exception of some of the older boys. It seems a pity for these 
boys to leave school at 14 years of age just whenit is doing them 
so much good and it shows a lack of apprecation on the part of 
their parents for a better education. 

If these boys cannot go away to some high school or academy 
they ought to continue in our common schools until 16 years old at 
least. 

We cannot close without saying a few words in regard to 
expert supervision in our schools. While there is a wide differ- 
znce of opinion in regard to this the time is soon coming when all 
schools will be placed under the care of an expert superintendent. 
Our space is too limited to enumerate its advantages here; but as 
we visit the schools and attend the institutes we are more and 
more convinced that the average school board is not equal to the: 
task of superintending the modern school. 

In closing again let us say that Lempster may well feel proud 
of her educational record and may there be no retrenchment in the 
future slong the line of educational advancement.
